Palmero, Spara of Rome, and the Marchion- 
ess de Brinvillier. 

Tofania, who reached an advanced age, 
wemay say flourished at Naples during the 
latter part of the seventeenth and the begin- 
ning of the last century. She distributed 
her magic drops, often by way of charity, *to 
euch wives as wished to have other hus- 
bands. The vial containing them bore the 
inscription, “Manna of St. Nicholasof Bari,” 
on one side, and on the other, the image of

rosive sublimate and strychnine are attend- 
ed, when taken in poisonous doses, with some 
one or several of these symptoms; but arse- 
nia, having neither taste, color nor smell, 
and being soluble in water, may be taken in 
oft repeated small doses without exciting 
suspicion, as it is not early attended with | 
any of the above effects. It is, in fact, the | 
only drug which could be used at the pres- 
ent day for slow and secret poisoning, with | 
any chance of success; and yet it must be 
given in doses considerably larger than those 
usually prescribed by the physician, to be 
sure of tatally undermining the constitution; 
for the medical dose may be often continued 
for months, or even years, withoutdetriment 
to the health. 

Large doses of arsenic almost always prove 
fatal in a short time, and produce extreme 
depression and collapse, cold, clamy perspi-
